Me sent 
a personal message to the president, 
however, and also dispatched General 
Juan Hemandei. the eommaader of 
the Mcond military lone of the state 
of Chihuahua, to present personally 
his good w ishcs to the president of the 
United States. 

Governor Mlquel Abumada of Chi- 
huahua, the most northerly state of 
Mexico, also traveled to Bl Paso to 
pay his rpspeetH. and these distin 
gniKhed Mexiran oHieials. aocompa 
nicd liy floneral Hernandez's staff. In 
full uniform, were received by the 
president in his car at the station 
After exchanfing felicitations, the 
Iiresldent requested General Heman 
di z to ( (invev to President Diaz his 
personal good wishes for hia health 
and happiness and for a cuntinuatiun 
of the cordial relations at present ex- 
isting between the two countries. 

A bullflght was a feature of the e(>l- 
ebration at Juarez (aeios.s the riveri 
of the anivorsary of the defeat of the 
French invaders at Puebla, but none 
of the presidential party attended. 

Miners to Invade the Capital. 
Sbamokin, Pa.. May 6. — A commit- 
tee from the United Mine Workers, 
districts Nos. 1, 7 and 9, anthracite re- 
gion, will go to Harrisburg to see Act- 
ing I'resident Snyder of the state sen- 
ate. He is expected to Inform them 
whether the senate committee intends 
holding up the labor bills or report 
them in the negative. In either event 
news will be sent to the coal region, 
whereupon the secretaries of the dis- 
tricts will notify the locals to hold 
mass meetings In every town and vil- 
lage to prepare the men for mobiliia: 
UoD, preparatory to the InvaaloB of 
Harrisburg.

Though he was 
dragged for more than a block, he 
kept tight hold of the bridle and final 
ly brought the horses to a standstill.

THE riRE At JA CKaOSTILUi. 

Worst ConflMKratloii In History of 

The South— Prompt K> n<-r. 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 4. — Th(> fire 
which broke out Friday at noon and 
was aided In Its work by a southwest 
gale, burned 148 blocks, and as far as 
known seven people lost their lives. 

The losses by the fire will not be 
known for a week. The path of the 
flames was 13 blocks wide and nearly 
two miles long. Practically all old 
Jacksonville has been destroyed, noth- 
fng being loft bnt a few suburbs and 
Riverside, th<' most fashionable part 
of the eity. It Is txdieved that the 
fire is the largest in proportion to the 
slie of the place that has ever visited 
any city. A distressing feature of the 
conflagration was the loss by many 
faniill<'s f)f libraries, pianos and house- 
bold goods after they had been moved 
to a supposed place of safety. 

The board of trade and other com- 
mercial bodies met Saturday and took 
action looking to the alleviation of the 
suffering. It is expected that an ap- 
peal to the people of the United States 
calling for aid will be Issued. 

Leading business men and insurance 
agents estimate the total loss of prop- 
erty at from tlO.000.000 to 116.000.000. 
The St. James hotel, which was also 
destroyed, hud been elos''d since April 
10. The loss on this Imilding is $lTt;,- 
000. The Emery auditorium. Board 
of Trade, Windson hotel, the Seminole 
club. The Daily Metropolis, the City 
ball and market. Senator Taliaferro's 
residence, tilt' (Jardiner building (the 
largest odiee building In the city), the 
Hubbard building, the courthouse and j 
Jail are all anums the ruins. 

Rush of Immigrants. 
New York, .May •.—The ocean liners 
arriving of late are averaging 1,000 
immigrants each, and the health offi- 
cers of the port and the corps of ma- 
rine hospital surgeons, wno examine 
the new arrivals a second time when 
they reach Bllis Island, are kept busy. 
Steerage passengers with sore eyes 
are rejected, and on Saturday, among 
1,122 German immigrants on a vessel 
from Hamburg, a case of smallpox 
wu.s disi overed. A steamer whi< h ar- 
rived from .Marseilles had three cases 
of smallpox among her 1,172 steerage 
passengers. 

Two Bands Annihilated. 
St Petersburg, May 6. — The Russky 
Invalid publishes details of the recent 

operations in Manchuria. It appears 
that the north Manchurlan division, 
under General Zeripitzky. fouulit over 
20 engagements, losing altogether 24 
men killed and seven officers and Gl 
wounded, two officers having died of 
their wounds. A quantity of guns and 
rifles were captured. The total results 
of the operations Is that of the three 
bands which, at the beginning of the 
year, were menacing the peace of 
Manchuria, two have been annihilated. 
Tho third Is now being pursued. 

Challenger a Speedy Boat 

Southampton, May 6. — ^Nons of Sir 
Thomas Lipton's party came ashore 
here after the return of the Shamrock 
II from the spins. Sir Thomas, It is 
asserted, is more enthusiastic than 
ever. "I consider it demonstrated be- 
yond question that the Challenger will 
make the finest fight ever made In a 
contest for the .Americas cup. 1 do 
not know what America has to array 
against us; but I am convinced that 
the Americans will be pleased to see 
a good race and will boar me no 111 if, 
as I now think it possible, I sliould 
win the cup."

The dead: Mrs. Jose- 
phine Cooley; Mabel Cooley, «, daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Cooley; Annie Cooley, 1,') 
months, daughter of Mrs. Cooley; Pe- 
ter Zook. owner of the building; Mrs. 
Peter Zook, Victoria Zook. Nicholas 
Zook. The fatally Injured: William 
Cooley, husband of Mrs. Josephine 
Cooley; Louisa Chrlhtenson; Mabel 
Christenson. 

While the occupants of the burning 
building were Ptntggllng with the 
smoke and flames, in hepf of forcing 
Iheii' way to safi ty. th.' lirfni"n, who 
were responding to the alarm. wer< 
vainly waiting for a freight train, 
which blocked the way of the fire en 
gines, to move away from the crossing 
and give an open road to the fire. Mar- 
phall Driseoll, in cha.;;'' of Ih" lire- 
men, called to the conductor and 
brakemen to move the train but they 
refused to comply with his request. 
The police were sent for and the crew 
were arrested. Then, under orders of 
the fire marshal, Um' train was backed 
from the crossing, Imt la ihe time the 
firemen reached the burning building 
the structure had' been destroyed. 

Among the embers were found the 
charred remains of the victltnM. 'l h'> 
bodie-; were burned beyond rt(<ii,n!- 
tion and were identified in vario'.is 
ways. The train crew, who live at 
Elkhart, Ind., are being held without 
ball, awaiting the verdict of the coro- 
n«'r's inquest. The origin of the fire is 
unknown. The btillding was an old 
one. built of wood, and litirmd so rap- 
idly that all avenues of escape by 
stairways were cut off before the occu- 
pants were aware of the fire.

It is [)ei- 
feetly certain that if any nation does 
make this dtniand. the partition of 
China will follow, and this will inevit- 
ably cause much dissension between 
the powffs. Rii.sji;i has so far mit;- 
gattd her d<'niaiuls tiiat there is not 
now niiirli (langer of si iioua difficulty 
between her and Japan. 

"As far as the punishment of Chi- 
nese officials goes, China bas already 
done all that she could. As an army 
thi allies wer e ( xeei dingly w. ll be- 
haved. As for tlie stori' s of mission- 
aries lootilii,'. they are undis;;uisedly 
false. Till' missionaries did not loot." 

Conditicns In Colombia. 
Kingston, .lamaiea. .May i'. — Claude 
C. Mallet, the British consul at Pan- 
ama, arrived here on the steamer 
Atrato, on his way to England. Mr. 
Mallet said that the revolution in Co 
lombia had degenerated into guerrilla 
warfare, and that the strength of ih'j 
rebels was not known. One week 
6,000 men were in the field, while the 
next week there will be but l,ooo, as 
the rebels are in the haliit of rctnrr.« 
ing to th' ir homes in older to ;;alher 
suppli( s.
